ADMIR-VLTY WIDEAWAKE.

— The German govorn- 
nient has information that VeszolitHky, 
the Pan-Slavist agitator, now iu London, 
is supplying the press associations and 
the Continental papers with ' matter de- 
signed to embitter the relations of Eng- 
land and Germany, aud to weaken the 
drcibund. Veszolitsky is regarded here 
as a mere agent of the Russian govern- 
ment. The Hamburger correspondent, 
in an . article evidently inspired, shows 
him up and exitlains bow he was" ex- 
polled froni Germany. 

In connection with this the 'Vossische 
Zeitung and other .Ijiberal papers point 
out that the extreme anti-British papers 
in Germany tiro merely folIov\'ing iu his 
tracks. The 'Vossische Zeitung, which 
deprecntos the way certain German 
journals have of treating England as the 
arch-enemy of civilization and an in- 
eligible quantity in future international 
questions, says: " When Germany and 
Groat Britain have been rendered sulll- 
cieutly hostile by this sort of thing, the 
scenes will be suddenly shifted. Russia 
will compromise all her difficulties with 
Groat Britain and offer her hand for an 
tnti-German alliance and the restoration 
of Alsace-Lorraine."

— Mr. Wyiidham's de- 
claratiou in tlie house ot coiimious yes- 
terday that Great Bntam will have in a 
iortMii;ht»180,000-regular8-iii South Afri- 
ca, 7,000 Canadians and Australians, and 
:2tj,000 South African volunteers, is re- 
ceived with -vvonderment. Oi this total 
of 213,000 troops with 452 Kirts all are 
now there with tlie e.\:ceptiou of about 
18,000 that are alloat. 

Beyond comparison, this is the largest 
force Great' Uritaiii has ever put into 
the field. At the end of the Crimean war 
she had scraped together 80,000 num. 
Wellington at Waterloo had 23,000. The 
genera! tone of the .morning papers is 
that Mr. Wyndham's' figures' Will aston- 
ish the country. 

Koughly speaking, only (lO.OOO men are 
at the front. Ten thousand others have 
been lost, and 10,000 are shut up at 
Ladysmitli. Excluding these, there an; 
70,000 troops which have not yet been 
in action in addition to those at sea. Why 
«o many clVective men have not yet been 
engagcHl is e.\plained by the lack of land 
transport and the organization of suii- 
plies to which Lord Roberts is devoting 
his experience and Lord Kitchener his 
gi'iiius tor details. 

It seems as though the weight of these 
mnfises must destroy the eiiuitibrium 
which now holds the British forces 
stationary wherever they are in contact 
with the Boer army.

Ten of thirteen 
civic reform candidates Xor alderman be- 
ing elected. The civic reform candidate 
for mayor, however, wa« beaten, The 
weather was intensely cold and the total 
vote was liglit. 

'For Mayor, Raymond Frefontaine was 
re-elected over W, B. Dornn, the Irish 
Catholic candidate, by 3,800. Although 
this -was a large majority in view of the 
light vote, it was much less than Profon- 
taine expected, as Uoran was almost un- 
known and liad no organization. 

Among the aldermanic conttwts tho 
greatest interest was taken in West 
M'lird where Col. A. Stevenson, chairman 
of the tire eonimitteo and aldonnan for a 
great many years was opposed by C. A. 
Smith, the retiring president of the 
board of trade. The vote in this ward 
was heavy and Smith was elected by 27-1. 
Another chairman .opposed by Irish ro- 
■formors was Aid. Rainville of the Centre 
•ward, for his management of tho finance 
coniniitteo, especially in connoction with 
the last civic loan. Ho was defeated l)y 
Mr. Lcbeuf by 15. Aid. Mnrsolais of 
East ward, chairman of the police com- 
inission, wiin defeated by Joseph La- 
inarche by 36, Aid. Kinsella was de- 
feated by 827.

Paris, Feb. 2.~A despatch to the llavas 
News ageiii-y from Cairo conlirni.s tlie re- 
port to the Associated Press ou .lanuary 
olst that a rebellitui had occurred among 
tho Soudanctse troops in Kliarloiini.

THE NE^ PI3ESIAN LOAN. 

Russian Guarantee Secured by Customs 
Receipts— Involves Control o£ the 
Governuicnt. 

St. I'otersburg, .Ian. .'U.— The news- 
papers hero express ininieiiae satisfac- 
tion at the Persian loan ot •»i:2,r)00,000 
roubles to bo floated by the Loan Bank of 
I'ersia (a Russian institution) but thinks 
Russia showo ' excessive delicac.v in not 
including the custom houses of the ports 
of the Persian gulf among tho guaran- 
tees. They urge the prompt building of 
a railroad as the best means ot shutting 
out the claims of other nations. 

The Herald sees extraordinary signifi- 
cance in the conclusion of the arrange- 
iiioiit, which it says shows Russia is re- 
solved to assert her interests in Persia in 
a deteriniucd fashion. Tho paper also 
says it thinks Germany will not bo en- 
vious of Russian success, which can be 
regarded as Rtissiii's compensation for 
Samoa. 

The other pai>ers think the first thing 
I'ersia ought to do is to extinguish her 
indebteduGtis to Great Britain and thus 
regain her freedom of action in the 
province of Fnrs. 

The Russian loan to Persia is guaran- 
teed by all tho Persian custom house re- 
ceipts except the revenues of the customs 
houses of the Persian Gulf, and those of 
tho custom house of Fars.

.gians enlerfaiii I he friendliest feeling for 
Sweden and he wafi positivi! that if a 
poli'(;ical hothead should in the future lU'o- 
pose anything tending towards tho disso- 
lution of the union, a majority of the 
Norwegians would oppose him. Sweden, 
the premier added, was (luite willing to 
meet her partners' half way and had al- 
ready offered to settle the question' of a 
foreign minister on etinal terins. 

Regarding the alleged Kiissinu spies re- 
Iiorted to have been seen about Swedish 
fortilicatioiis, the premier declared tho 
government has thoroughly iiivestigalod 
the matter and found tlie supposed spies 
wiMc only Russian workmen. Therefore, 
iiiorc was no cause for alaim.

THE WEEKLY liBVIEWS. 

New York, Feb. 2.— Uradstreefs to-mor- 
row will say: "^Weather Influeuces have 
played no small part In the geueriil trade 
situation this week, and yet some of the 
,., -.i Hui.-iiil,- linprDviMncni iu tone can hard- 
er experk'uccd. Whatever the causes, how- 
ever, and these have been diverse, the fact 
reuuilus that a number of staples, no less 
than speculative securities, have hardened 
lu value during the week. One luduatry, 
that of anthracite coal, has been percepti- 
bly braced. The luUuerico of cold weather 
too Is perceptible In the wheat market, lu 
reports from the iron trade this .week,, in- 
quiry by Bradstredt's at tUe leading Iron 
markets of the country fall to Indicate any 
wldespead weakening. 0?he steel sltualloo 
Is not rery clear and some business' Is re- 
ported possible at conccsrioDs of $1 to 
where the product has not been eoiitrnct'ed 
ahead. Considering the Immense rise In 
steel prices from a year ago, however, the 
reaction shown has been rather small. For 
the third week In January, 01 nillroadii 
report gross earnings of ^H.r.Gii.mt, a gain 
of 14.!) per cent, over the same week a year 
ago. In distributive trade, the January 
business appears to have lii'cu In n high de- 
gree satisfactory. Woollen goods are hold- 
ing the advances recently nsked. The cot- 
Tou goods situation remains appiu-ently 
stroug. The current demand for shoes re- 
malas quiet. Leather Is dull, but blues 
are no weaker. The strength of sugar and 
colTee is no less pronounced than of late. 
Iron and steel arc more active lu Chicago, 
and concessions are bard to Sod, and ai:e 
chiefly on nearby account. Structural ma- 
terial has Improved In deuiami and plates 
are firm at the recent shiullng. In the 
Northwest, trade has been helped by cold 
weather. A largo spring business Is look- 
ed for .It the south. The ileini\nd for dry 
goods at New York Is lighter than looked 
for earlier, but this Is e'almed to lie due to 
early orders anticipating nuieh of the de- 
mands usually noted at this date. Fail- 
ures are few. and liabilities are small, 
though this period of the year usually wit- 
nesses a large number of euibarrassnamts. 
Business failures for the week number 
onl.v 171 as >ompared with 2."ii; last week, 
nnd 207 In this week a year ago. 

Cohler weather has Improved the distri- 
bution of seasonable goods lu the Domin- 
ion of Canada. Advances In paints, oils, 
hardware and sugar are reported at Mon- 
treal, while cottons, woollens and clothing 
tend upward. Collections are satisfactory. 
Business slightly has Improved In the Mar- 
itime Provinces and retail distribution Is 
better In lUitlsU ( 'oluiubhi. Canadian fail- 
ures for the month of January number 140, 
a fractional Increase lu number over the 
same month a year ago, but liabilities were 
only about half as hirgo. For the week, 
Canadian failures number 13, as compared 
with ."iO last week and .'id in this week a 
year ago. 

Iltui's Review says: "Canadian returns 
show a somewhat general improvement at 
Eastern points, but loss satisfactory re- 
turns from Western. At St. Joliu the vol- 
ume of business continues moderate, and 
the retail dry goods trade Is affected by 
the usual midwinter sales. The flsli trade 
Is quieter, owing to the recent fall lu 
prices. Business at Hallifai is moving sat- 
isfactorily and orders come In freely wdth 
trade conditions better than at this time 
last year. The absence of snow, however, 
Is detrimental to lumbermen. Ck)iidltlons 
at Quebec are good, with collections well 
up to the mark. Montreal reports weath- 
er and roads conditions more seasonable In 
the Interior, having n better cfTect on busi- 
ness. Dr.v goods are reported good nnd 
there Is improvement lu groceries and hard- 
ware. Collections are fair to good, nnd 
money Is easier at per cent, on time and 
."I'/d per cent, on call. At Toronto there Is 
a moderate trade In all lines with a prom- 
ising outlook and satisfactory payments. 
Prospects at Winnipeg continue favorable 
and collections are fair. Victoria reports 
wholesale business conditions unchanged 
with collections satisfactory. At Vancou- 
ver there was considerable decrease In vol- 
ume In January, compared with 1809. es- 
pecially. In Wholesale dry goods and cloth- 
ing. Collections are slow.

THE WAR. 

A report comes from London to the ef- 
fect that Genoriil Roberts has asked for 

5)0,000 more men. If this ks L'on-oL't this 
forcu added to what we Ikivc ali-ciuiy in 
the lieUl in South Atrk'u will swi>ll o(ir 
army in the. field to npwtirds of 300,000 
men. It is well to await confirmation 
oC tliis report before commontin!; upon it 
furlher thiui to say that, if it is true 
Ooueral llobc rts nuist be convinced that 
tlie clioiipi'st way to end the war is to 
put an overwheluiiii^r force in the field. 
He 'has now more tlian men euoiiKh to 
wipe the enemy out of existence if lie 
<Mn Ket at them, but we have been tauglit 
by tlie (.peratioas of the hist few inoiilh 
that a force acting on the defensive in a 
chosen position is almost invincible. Ai>- 
parently nn army equipped with modern 
weapons cannot be driven froni a furtilieil 
point. It is possilile also that (ieneral 
Jtoberts wishes a stronger force in o 
of n rising among the native tribcsj. 
. • In the event of this request being pre- 
ferred by Lord Roberts, we submit il to 
bo the duty of Canudii to agree to rai 
equip and pay at least 5,000 additional 
men, and we believe that anything which 
parliament might do in this respect would 
bo supplemented by the several legisla- 
tures. If 90,000 more men are to go to 
the front every Britisli Columbian, who 
di'sires to serve his country in the field 
will doubtless have the opportunity. 



DEFEAT OF THE GOVERNMENT. 

^i'hc Times realizes that the govern- 
ment no longer can claim to control the 
bouse, and expects its defeat to follow 
in a very short tinu'. It professes tn 
be disturbed as to what will then hap- 
pen, and claims that a stable govern 
ment cannot be formed out of the pres- 
ent house. This remains to be seen 
'J'ho Tinn's thinks that the Lieutenant 
Governor will not eall on Mr. Turner to 
form II new ministry, but it can hav 
no.p._uthority for so saying. But admit- 
ting for argnment's sake that he would 
not cell on Mr. Turner— and we arc not 
by any means certain that Mr. Turner 
would be disappointed if he did not— the 
Times assumes altogether too nmcli 
when it takes it for granted that the 
members on the righfof the Speaker are 
80 wedded to Jlr. Sendin as a leader 
that they will follow him into opposi- 
tion. On the contrary, wc believe th.at 
a very considerable number of the mem- 
bers on the government side would give 
an independent support to ji new minis- 
try, formed on broad lines and repre- 
senting a progressive policy. There are 
gentlemen in the house, who feel iu :i 
measure bound to Mr. Semlin as long 
as he is premier, but who may honor- 
ably consider the political tie between 
them broken, when he leaves ofliee. 
Mr. Semlin stands for no principle in 
politics, which a new ministry cannot 
represent as well and even better than 
he. We do not now refer to the govern- 
ment of which he is u member, but when 
lie has been defeated that will eense tii 
be a political entity, and .Mr. .Semlin 
will relapse to the position of a much 
esteemed private member, who may or 
may not have n politieal following, and 
who, we venture to guess, will not seek 
for one, hut will be content to n^tire 
with the honors he h;is won. 

The early defeat of the governnunit 
seems .issu'red if the members of the 
opposition stand (irmly side by side, re-

direction arc likely to be renewed i.s very 
probable. In his desire to hold ofllce the 
loading spirit in the present ministry is 
prepared to saeriliee his political friends 
ui and out of the house. Xo person can 
aflord to aeci'pt the price of that saeriliee 
Without himself saeriflciug something 
far more valuable than any olli,-e at the 
disposal of the Premier.

In view ot thet^e cousiderotions 
we think all fair-minded people will say 
that Mr. Dunsmuir was well witbtn his 
rights and wholly justified 'in declining 
to be bound by uiicon.-itltutioual legisla- 
tion. There has been a great outcry 
against him and he has been held up to 
exeeration because he has appealed to 
the courts against legislation restricting 
his right to employ whom he see.s fit. 
.Veitlier he nor any man is bound to sub- 
mit to unconstitutional legislation, and it 
its well that; there is some one in this 
province who is able to protect himself 
and his fellow subject against rucIi. 

The bill now before the house is an effort 
to evade the decision of the Judicial (Com- 
mittee of the t'rivy Council declaring pre- 
vious legislation aimed directly at Chinese 
to be void. The proposal is practically to 
lilaco the power to say who shall or shall 
not work in a eoal mine iu ine hands of 
an olheer appointed Ijv llie govenmii'iit 
of the day. It is impliedly expected that 
I he ofllcer so niipointed will exercise the 
discretion to be vested in him so as lo 
exclude Cliiiiese from eoal miiiiv, and it 
is only for lliis piir[iose that the power is 
to be vested in him. If a Chinaman with 
a degree from Oxford imiversity should 
apply to the olllcer for permission to 
work an a mine the olllcer would be ex- 
pected by the, promoters of iliis legisla- 
tion to refuse. Such legislalimi as this 
is extremely dishoiiersl because to give it 
the elTei; desired by its promoters it 
woldd have to bo administered di^hou- 
estly. There are many Chinese In Brit- 
ish Columbia who eaii rend and write 
lOiiglisb, liilt if one of ihem should ask 
to be allowed to work underground iu a 
mine the officer would be expected to 
refuse. Therefore, to replace legislation 
(ieeiared by the courts to be iiiieoiislitii- 
tioual, it is proposed to add legislation 
purposely iateuded to be dishonestly ad- 
ministered.

Duusimiir 
has sfood sipiarely upon iiis rights us n 
I-fritisli subject. He ha.? the legal right 
to employ Chinese uudergroimd in Hi,, 
mines bontrollod by him, just as other 
persons have a right to tontrol them 
above ground in coal mining or any other 
line of business. It Inis not been .Munplain- 
Cd that he has employed Chinese for the 
purpoKc of redueing the wages of white 
nuiicrs, or that mines in which Chinese 
lire employed are less safe or wcll-inan- 
aged than any olhi-r mines. h ,n)t 
clrtime.l that the Chinese are not fit for 
the. work in which they are cmph.ved. 
The argument, flgalnst their employ ment 
in this particular Imlustry is largdv a 
^sentimental one, although it' Is contended 
^^■llh some plausibility that if white labor 
was so employed they would spend a 
Inrgenproportion of tlndr earning in this 
province tlian tlio ChiiK-se do. We think 
■fthis is a p.'rferily fair sl.ifeinent of the 
jr^easc. Mr.. Dunsmuir has not felt' Hiitll-

••r.UKD IN OLD KKXTUCKV. 

.\ civil war has been inaugurated 
Kentucky. The history of the case is 
interesting as exhibiting the ostreinitles 
to which partizaiiship will go and of tli 
danger.s to which republieiiii institution 
are subject. At the election in Ken- 
tucky last November, Taylor, the Re- 
|)ublicnn nominee for governor, received 
a majority of voti>s "mi the face of tin? 
returns." The State Ueturning Hoard, 
which canvasses the election returns, 
declared that its functions were minis- 
terial, not judicial, and therefore de- 
clined to go behind the returns and in- 
vestigate the alleged frauds. Taylor 
was tliereupou sworn in and the legis- 
lature met in du(^ course. A special 
legislative committee was then appointed 
to inve.stigatc the charges of fraud, such 
a committee being provided for in the 
statutes of the state. The legislature 
being Democratic by a large majority, 
Taylor anticipated an advorso decision 
from the committee, and summoned an 
aruied force of a thousand Republicans 
to take charge of the state capitol. The 
coniinittec by a vote of .17 to o decided 
that Taylor's return was void and that 
Goebi'l. the Demoi'ratie nominee, had 
been elected governor, and on the day 
file decision was given (iuobel was shot 
down on the capitol steps by an assassin 
secreted in the building. .\s soon as 
the committee made its -report, Taylor 
proclaimed martial law, took forcible 
|)usse8sion of the capitol and public 
olUces, ordered the legislature to ad- 
journ, turned the members out of the 
liouse, and ordered them to re-assemlde 
in a distant town, where the people arc 
nearly all Republicans. 

Meanwhile Goebcl, who • though not 
expected to recover, is conscious and 
able to transact busmcss, was sworn in 
as governor, and he has issued a procla- 
mation directing the militia regiments 
called out by Taylor to return to their 
homes. The majority of both houses of 
the legislature have entered a strong 
prolesi against Taylor's actiou. As yet 
(ioebel has taken no active steps to 
secure control of the capitol and public 
offices. There is suid to be u division of 
sentiment among the soldiers as to what 
course they ought to take, and the Asso- 
l iated Press corrc>spoiidei,t on tin.' scene 
says that everything depends upon the 
line of action which the soldiers may 
take. If they decide for Taylor, he 
will continue to exorcise the office, unless 
ilie Democrats resort lo violence. Tliis 
is a strange commentary indeed upon 
the working out of boasted republican 
institutions. 

While there are at present no indica- 
tions of any immediate resort to violence, 
it is generally eonceded that serious 
troubl(.. is likely lo arise at any iiKMiieiit. 
The younger Democrats are furious and 
talk of swearing iu special constables by 
the thousand to drive the militia out of 
the capitol and install tioebel. or if he 
dies, Lieuteimnt-tlovernor Beckliani. 
The older and cooler heads deprecote a 
resort to violottce until everything idse 
fail.s. but all agree that the. end of the 
iionlde is not in sight, and before n solu- 
tion is cached violence and bloodshed 
may iu-(!vail.

Brigadier-General Mclntyre Of Seattle 
sends us the following extract from a 

recent issue of the Colonist: 

The Sfiittlo armory was packed a night 
or two ago by an audience, composed 
largely of ladies, assembled to hear 
Great Britain denouneed and to pass 
resolulioiis <if sympathy with the Boers. 
We do not projiose to deal with the 
speeches or the speakers, but a few 
observntioiis seem called for. The people 
who held this meeting are the same, to 
all intents and purposes, as those, who 
invited our citizen soldiery to go over 
to Seattle your before last and join with 
them in celebrating the Fourth of .Tnly. 
They are the same people who wished 
our regimoiit lo go over and help ecle- 
brati' the return of the Wnsbingtoii 
volunteers from JIaiiila, the same people 
whose sons and brothers the peojde of 
Victoria turned out in thousands to wel- 
come on their way home from fighting 
their country's battles. They are tht> 
same people who beslobbered the British 
Em|Mr(> with praise, when we alone of 
all the UiC'ions of the world extended 
sympathy to them at the time of their 
war with Spain. They are n very grate- 
ful, ft very friendly lot. Our people will 
understand in future at what value to 
reckon their protestations of good will.

Mclntyre says:

The iieo|)le who met al Ihe ariiiory to 
sympathize with the Boers were not the 
men who iuviled the citizens (if A'ietoria 
lo come here iind celebrate the return of 
our soldiers from .Manila last Deeeir.ber. 

We are Anglo-Saxons, as you are. anil 
it will always be our pleasure and de- 
light to meet the subjects of dreat 
Britain on our own or their soil, and I 
hope the Oolonist will hasten to correct 
the error it has made in naming whom 
it was that took part in the meeting at 
the armory.

<drcumstances warranted, but Ocn. Me- 
Int yre will admit that the iirovociition 
was groat. This letter is not the only 
protest wc have received against the 
suggestion that the armory nieetiug was 
representative of the true sentiments of 
the people of Seattle, and wc think the 
people of Victoria will accept what Gen. 
Mclntyre says in the spirit in whicdi it 
is offered, and not permit the vnporiugs 
of a lot of blatherskites to Interrupt the 
kindly feelings that have always existed 
between the two cities.

Along the top of Umbiilwane Hill, Lady- 
snilth, the Boors liave sevcnil guns ot small 
eallbro iiiountcd, and these have seldom 
ceased for any length of time from shelling 
our posltiou, , cattle or horsemen, uud cvcu 
single Individual^ who happen to' be on the 
level- town laodgVwhlcb stretch. Jn front ot 
UnibuVane, 

On Chrlatmas and New Year's'- Day the 
lioers on Umbulwaue HIU exhibited an 
unwonted and surprising sense of bunior. 
On both days .^.hells canii^ from tlieir guns 
oin JO ,nio 's^ini lo.u.i .(luiTiuisnos Hiii.ni.ui 
shi'lli* pickeil up on New Year's Day Imd 
dilsplleil on It tlio words, "With coinpll- 
meuts," aud on the fuse being removed It 
was found to contain plum pudding, licorice 
and peppermint. The same day a I'J-pound 
sliell, l)earlng .-i similar Inscrlptliia and 
ooiitalidug sirallar material, went through 
the roof of a lioii.se.

Since our capture and destructloa of the 
Boer guns, the enemy has taken the great- 
est precaution to guard their big gun on 
Umbulwane. The walls of the fort on 
which the big gua Is placed arc 40 feet 
thick, find the fort Is circled with several 
lines of earthworks and masses of barbed 
wire.

The Iloora were In' the habit recently of 
coming north to the base ot the Umbulwane 
Hill noare.st our cam|) every night at dusk, 
a large numlier remaiuUig overnight wdlli 
Ihe ohject of preventing attack In that 
ilhci.'t Ion. This was observed by our naval 
giiimcrs, and a few mornings ago while It 
was yiM (lark, anil hefore the Itoors had 
gone back to the main i'aiii[), the scrub in 
which they l.iy was unmercifully shelled 
by llic I'owerfnll's guns. 

Tin? licslniclliin of life must have lieeii 
gnai; fm- the I'.oios alianiloncil this iiall 
as a camii. They selected the front of the 
hill about half-way down, where thick bush- 
es oiTeied shelter. They crept down there 
.11 midnight, uud climbed to the top of the 
hill before dawn, on feeling assured that 
there was no appearance of an immediate 
at lack on our part. But this raanoouvre 
did not escape the keen eyes of our nr.val 
men, and the other luornlug before dawn 
the front of Umbulwane was raked with 
shell tire, and "Long Tom" fort furiously 
bombarded— It Is whlsporcd. with explosives 
of maximum potency— It Is thought dis- 
abling "Long Tom." 



Xo explanation has ,vet been given of 
the siiiienient made by the ICsqnimalt 
license coiiimissionei- that the license act 
of last session was a measure discovered 
by the present government tucked away, 
by the last government In a pigeon-hole, 
and passeil with all its m-rors.

The discussion of the amendments to 
the license law recalls nn incident which 
liapiieued in an eastern province. The 
courts of (]uarter sessions in certain coun- 
ties hiiil been refusing' licenses to all ap- 
plicants without assigning any renson. On 
appeal to the higher court was held that 
tho lower court could not refuse to grant 
licenses in peneral terms, but must .speci- 
fy at leant .some reason iu each case. One 
court where i)rohibition idea ran very 
lii^'h refused every application for a li- 
cense on the ground that the applicant 
was not a lit and projicr person to receive 
one. The re.isoii ^'iven iu each instance 
w.is that the law reijiiircd the holder of 
a license to have a good moriil character, 
and tho justices in quarter sessions held 
that the fact of a man having applied for 
a license was conclusive proof that he 
h id not (inch a eliaracler. This oeeurred 
just as it is ndaled. I'roliably if the 
legality of the refusal had been tested it 
would not have held good, but it wa.s 
not tested.

The 
chief business accomplishod was in the 
passage of the principle of the Liquor 
License Act corrective bill, the opposi- 
tion politely refraining from exerciising to 
the full the opporunity to say "we told 
you so." The JurnvB' bill mid garoe bill 
paosed their third reading; the Supreme 
court bill, small dcbt.s bill, and compan- 
ies' bill were advanced; and the New 
Westminster relief act Avas carried over 
its second reading with general congratu- 
latiOBS to the city interested for its plucky 
recovery from the paralysis of the great 
fire of two years ago. Among the public 
measures in private members' bands 
dealt with during the afternoon was Kel- 
lie's now famous bill to restrict to "six 
inches in length on the scalp" the length 
of hair that may be worn by employees 
in metalliferous and other mines o£ Brit 
ish Columbia. This passed its lirst read 
ing on a very close call, a negative vote 
having first been recorded in minchief 
Mr. McBride's bill to permit of the in- 
troduction of automatic voting machines 
on the nickle-in-the-slot principle was al- 
so introduced to the house. Of the im- 
portant resolutions of the day that offer- 
ed bj' Gsptuin Irving and unanimoualy 
adopted — was especially imiwrtaut as it 
was dc«igned to b(! taken as a censure or 
reproof to the Dominion government for 
itfi apathetic recognition of the Domin- 
ion's part in the Imperial selieme and Im- 
perial responsiliilUes. It also led to 
an important .statement from Premier 
Semliu — Uiat he had not transmitted Vic- 
toria'.s city's offer to furnitsli and etiuip 
tifty mountivi men for the field, inas- 
much as the government Iiad no evidence 
that the city of Victoria was in a posi- 
tion to carry out .such u contract in the 
event of its acceptance. Victorians will 
naturally hotly resent this declaration as 
gratuitously impertinent. Captain Ir.ving 
also promises further excitement next 
week, when he "will move that "in the 
opinion of thik'ihouse it is a menace to 
parliamentary institutions (for a speaker 
of the house. to attend party caucuses." 
The motion is quite probably srengthen- 
e_d by the understood feeling of Mr. Pren- 
tic and one other member on the govern- 
ment side, against the principle or prac- 
tice involved, which would had tn a de- 
feat ofj.thb government on the straiglit 
issue, vi^ltlioiit even the chance for a 
partizaa;f!^eaic«r to again sustain himself 
and tbc^ministry by his casting vote. 

The speaker having taken the chair at 
2.10, prayers, were read by Rev. Dr. Wil- 
son.

Petitions wer(> presented by: 
Mr. -Martin— Fi-om pioiniiicnt citizens 
of Greenwood, ]Trote«ting against any al- 
terations being made in the eiglit-hour 
law, this document reading :.s folloWM: 

"The petition of the luidcrt^igned resi- 
dents of the city of (Jreenwood, in tlip 
district of Yale, province of British Col- 
umbia, humbly sheweth: Tliat whereas 
by the Inspection of .Metalliferous 
Mines Act, l.SilO, it is enacted 
that "no person sliall lie employed 
nnderground in any metallilerous uiiiie 
for more than eight lioui« in every 2-1 
hours; and whereas v>-e have learned that 
your honorable house is to be asked (lin- 
ing the present session of the legislatur. 
to amend the said act, and to repeal the 
said restrictions of working hourK in 
metalliferous mines; and whereas in the 
opinion of your petitioners eight hours 
are sullicient for miners to work under- 
ground on account as well of the artifi- 
cial and bad air bieathed while working 
nnderground, the dangerou.s nature of the 
calling and the fact that a slight mishap 
of a miner working underground not 
only endangers his own life but also the 
lives of many others, as the fact that the 
work is of such an arduous nature under 
the conditions it is performed in that a 
man would do as much and ns good work 
in eight hours as he would in a shift of 
.1 longer time; wo therefore, your peti- 
tioners, desire to state that we consider 
that any sncli amendment is objection- 
able, inasmuch im it would tend greatly 
lo increase the hardships of the calling of 
n miner and would not be in the interest

COMPULSORY HATR CUTS. 

Leave of the ihousc being granted, 
Mr. Kellie introduced and moved the 
first reading of a bill to "Regulate the 
length of hair that may be worn by em- 
ployees dn the metalliferous and other 
mines of the province." 

The measure was received with laugh- 
ter, and upon Mr. Speaker inciuiring 
"shall the bill be read a first lime," a 
few voices only an.swer<'d "aye," while 
there was :i vigorous (-lii)rus of "noes." 
"Lost." riuid .Mr. S|).'aker. 
"Do I understand that llie lull is lost 
on rlie lirst reading?" asked >lr. Kellie 
in amazement. 

"U appears so," replied Mr. Speaker. 
"The 'noe.s' certainly had ii." 

How long did yuu propose the hair 
slionld be," iminired ^Mi. Kliei-ls. 

"Not longer than si.-c inches," said Mr. 
Kellie. 

"I'retty rough to lose ;i bill on lirst 
reading," oljserved an honor;il)le member 
of the G;;position. 

Jlr. Iliggins did not think a bill could 
properly bo liilled at this stage. He 
proceeded to look up authorities, -while 

Mr. Kellie denied that the first ro:id- 
ing had been disposed of, and called for 
a division and a record of the vote. 

"Well, I've not seen the bill, and I'm 
not going to vote," said Mr. Eberts, leav- 
ing for the lobby. 
Hon. Mr. Cotton followed suit. 
Several Other members entered, among 
them Mr. Joseph Martiu and Mr. Richard 
Hail, and were requested to refrain 
from voting, as they had not 'been in 
their, seats at the verbal declaration of 
opinion on the question. 

On the show of hands. ^Mes.srs. P.obert- 
8011, McBride, Irving and Iliggins were 
found voting, with all of the government 
member.s in thetr places, for the bill: 
and the measure accordingly passing its 
first reading. 

MUNICIP.\L ELECTION BILL. 

Upon the motion of Mr. McBride. a bill 
to amend the Municiiial lOloetions .\el 
was Introduced and received its lirst 
reading; being set for second rending at 
the next sitting of the house. 

CONVICTED WITUOI'T TltrAL. 

In moving tliat a n-luru \>v grunted of 
all pap(M'K in conneelion with the ai'lioii 
of the lieensing court for North Vic- 
toria in ri'i'using to euntiiuie tlie license 
to the -Mayne Island hotel, in iiarticulnr 
tlie petition against tin.' house, the report 
of tlie inspector, and tlie n-iison given 
by the commissioners for its refusal, 

MR. BOOTH explained that the occa- 
.sion for this reso'ation arose Ihrongli 
the closing of the Mayne Island hotel, 
ereeteil and lilted iiji at eonsiilerable ex- 
pense, by what appeareil to hi- an arbi- 
trary exercise of the powers vested by 
last year's legislation in the license com- 
missioners. The proprietor of the 
Ma.vne Island housf. after spending a 
considerable sum of inoiie.v in the 
eiiuipiiient of his hotel, had been siniijly 
informed tliat his lieeiise was cancelled — 
no reasons for the eani-ellatioii were 
given, nor was he permitted to see the 
tividenee uiioii \vliieli the euncellation 
was based or justilied. He (Mr. Booth) 
did not tliink.tliat in plaenig the power 
in the hands, o!' eoniniissioners that had 
been elected last year, the house had 
for a moment contemplated that it should 
be so arbitrarily exercised— certainly not 
that a license should be taken iiway 
without complete and necessary publi- 
city, and full kuowlKdgfc ou the' part of 
the unfortunate licensee of the charges 
against him or his bouse. What made 
his position the worse was that the 
license, having been cancelled, it could 
not be re-applied for under the statute 
during a period of two years, the prop- 
erty tiieicby becoming a complete loss 
upon the owner's hands. He did not 
think that the gentlemen opposite would 
have any objection to the resolution. 

Hon. Mr. Semlin said there certainly 
would be no objection offered; us the 
member for North Victoria had said, it 
had never been contemplated that effects 
would be produced such as he had indi- 
cated. The entire intention and purpose 
of the act had been to as much as pos- 
.sible carry out the prineiple adopted in 
the past and provide a local optiOQ law. 
Of course, if the powers bad been indis- 
creetly or injudiciously exercised, it was 
to be regretted. 
The resolution was agreed to. 
RAILWAY CORRBSPONDENCB,

after day passed and nothing was heard 
ou the subjects that the people were 
burning with impatience to have decid- 
ed. Good'inon in all parts of the 
country were offering their services 
gladly for the benefit of the Empire; 
nnd it was thought that possibly a reso- 
lution ou these lines might be of some 
effect with tlie authorities at Ottawa- 
might stir them up a bit— while at the 
same time letting the other nations 
know that if they attempted to interfere 
with the Mother Land, the colonies of 
Great Britain, and British Columbia 
for one, were prepared to stay with 
Great Britain to the finish. (Applause.) 

VOL,. B.VKER, iu cordially supporting 
the rc-aolution, held that it. was only ex- 
pressing the feeling of intense loyalty 
and devotion that was going up from 
all the colonics and all parts of the 
great British Empire. It was such a 
resolution as the bouse could not do bet- 
ter than .pass unanimously ; aiid.''Witb en- 
thusiasm. He was particidarlir .pleased 
with the concluding portion "of the reso- 
lution, which asserted that the war now 
eutereid upon must at all costs be fought 
to a finish. (Hear, hear.) When one 
took up the 'daily papers and read with 
regret of what could not but be accepted 
as temporary reverses, it was indisput- 
able that comfort was at the same time 
to be found in tlie fact that these re- 
verses wei-e not in any way dishearten- 
ing the British troops, but on llio con- 
trary making them more than ever de- 
termined to carry the war to a success- 
ful conclusion in delinnce of all things. 
This was the cliaraeterislie of British 
troops. Thny might meet with tem- 
porary defeat, but they refused to know 
it. They might be " licked " for the 
inonient, but they wonld come up smil- 
ing, and win iu tlu^ end against any 
oilds. The present war, as all wars, 
was lo be deplored, but ll uas of in- 
estimable value in binding all the e(do- 
nies of the British tlag more closely 
together than Ihey had ever been be- 
fore, pre.'-eni ing tlreat Britain as one 
united iKitiiiH. and showing to the world 
that ii was sneh a nation thnt now had 
to be reckoned with In any <iuarrel with 
England. 

Tlie resolution was agreed to. 

LIQUOR LICENSE LAWS. 

In moving the second reading of the 
Liiinor License amendment bill, 

Hon. Mr. Henderson took occasion to 
ex(>lain the mcasuri> in detail, compar 
ing it with the existing law, and show- 
ing in just what particulars it was de- 
signed to correct or improve thg legis- 
lation already on the statute book — his 
analysis of the new measure being prac- 
tically the same as has already appeared 
in these columns. In connection with 
the proposal to simplify the burden of 
proof for unlawful selling by making it 
suUlcient to describe an intoxicant by 
any of its commonly recognized names 
the Attorney-General invited a general 
smile by gravely saying: 

" 1 presume that it is quite within the 
knowledge of this house perhaps that 
certain liquors— such as whiskey, gin, 
rum, brandy, etc.— are intoxiciitiug — 

Cries of " No!" " Is thnt »o!" and 
laughter. 

" I do not set myself uii as an expert 
on this subject," the Attorney-Geenral 
continued, " but it is to be siipiiosed and 
will be generally conceded that the 
li(Hiors I have mentioned are intoxicat- 
ing. Of course, the feeling of exhilara- 
tion whic'li is sometimes described as in- 
toxiealion is doubtless something whi(.'li 
we, or most of us, have very little per- 
-sonal knowledge of— but Ihis scetlon will 
allow the magistrates to consider the 
liquors I have mentioned as intoxicating, 
without the neeessity of demonstration." 

.^Ilt. .lOSEl'H .AIARTIN, while ad- 
mitting that some of the changes eon- 
teiiiplated in this legislation were right 
and necessary, looked upon others as in- 
judicious and to be very .seriously con- 
sidered before aceejitation. h'or Cxaiu- 
ple he thought that it would he a niis- 
lai;e to reduce the time for the publica- 
tion of application notices from fourteen 
to seven days. Seven days might pos- 
sibly be quite sullicient in the cities 
with their advantage of daily papers, 
but one week was far too brief a time 
in the country distrii-ts, where with the 
weekly paper only residents Would not 
have, opportunity of learning of applica- 
tions and acting upon the knowledge 
before it would bv too hitc for protest if 
ihey desired to enter objection. He 
was oiiijosed, too, to the advantage pro- 
posed to be given to a candidate for 
license privileges applying out of time; 
he could not see wliy there should be 
any cancellation of the .$10 fee in behalf 
of such an applicant. By not putting 
in his application at the periods pro- 
vided, ho put the country to considerable 
additional trouble and e.xpense, and it 
seemed unfair and injudicioux that the 
revenue of the province should suffer by 
the striking out of the fee nnd allowing 
the out-of-time applicant to pay merely 
the actual expenses. Then again, as to 
the releasing of licensees from the obli- 
gation of appearing before the commis- 
sioners semi-annually, he could not see 
the justice of compelling applicants in 
the hrst instance to altend, ami not com- 
pelling holders of licenses to do the 
snme. 'J'liere was no vested right in a 
license, allhough people in British Col- 
umbia appeared to have conceived the 
idea ^ihat such was the case, and that 
from the fact that they bad perhaps 
held the Jieense so many years and paid 
th(? fees regularly, thev could con- 
duct the place as they jileased. 
He held that this was entirelv 
erroneous. Th.>i-e was under existeiit 
law, no vested right in a license— and tin

pleased. It had been argued that It was 
unnecessary for the lictnisees to attend 
at coninussion sessions ifor renewal.'* un- 
Css some charges of mi«conduct ' had 
been preferred. He did not so regard 
the niatter. These meetings of the com- 
mission were the prop.'r places for such 
c larges to bo preferre,). ri,. luid little 
objection to the offer to the jiroposal to 
empower the chief inspector to cancel 
liecnses under certain eiiiiditioii«; while 
lis tor section II- referring to steamboat 
liceii.ses— he interpreted this us a non- 
.sensical usnriiatir.ii of anthorit v— the le"- 
l^lhlture not being in a position to exer- 
cise any jurisdiction over the hi-di ,=e'is 
which was pr.'cisely what was c<inrem- 
plated. :'lhe old act -had provided effec- 
tiially for the licen.sing of steamers in 
itritish .Columbia waters, which was 
rather better .than the present as cover 



by vessel owners, its passage being quite 
beyond the power or authority of the 
house. . Nevertheless the owners of 
steamboats would naturally be averse to 
appearing as defeiulauts in actions for 
illegal liquor tratlicing, and he did imt 
think they should be required so to do. 
For example, wonld it be fair to prevent, 
or attempt, lu prevent the Empresses of 
the C.I'.R. line, from selling any liquor 
on tlieir voyages to and from the Orient, 
iiiile.-v; they took out British Columbia 
licenses or fought the right of the pro- 
vince to pass such legislation? The same 
principle apjilied to all vessels calling at 
British Columbia ports— the Alaska lin- 
ers, the vessels going to St. Michael, and 
the San Francisco bouts. On this point 
he strongly advised the government to 
allow the law to stand as it had been, ex- 
cept, perhaps, where it might be improv- 
ed by describing the waters over which 
the province might properly exercise jur- 
isdiction us "British Columbia waters" 
instead of 'inland waters." AVitb regard 
to the proposal to compel commercial 
travellers in liquors to take out .special 
licenses ut a cost of $200, it was urged 
that this was only a measure of fairness 
to the wholesale dealers of the province, 
the inference •being that the wholesalers 
contributed specially to the revenue in 
their business capacities, while as a mat- 
ter of fact they did not. As traders, 
they jiaid a small fet! to the munieipali- 
tii's in whieU their bnsinesses were lo- 
<-aled, hilt they were not contributors to 
the provincial reveiuuv;, and if this step 
were taken for the protection and advant- 
:ige of the wholesalers, it appeared to 
him that the wholesalors should be called 
on to ))ay something to the revenue of the 
province in order that they might be 
properly entitled to such prc;;:c;:;;n. 

.MR. ,T. .M. MARTIN could not agree 
with wiiat had been said by the' member 
for N'ancouver ( 'il.v. In the liossland dis- 
trict he was well aware that it was a 
iiseles.s and senseless proceeding for hotel- 
keepers to travel many miles twice a 
year to make unnecessary personal ap- 
pearance and renew the licenses. Uc dis- 
agreed with Mr. Joseph Martin, also,' up- 
on ilio c(iHal necessity for a licensee to 
apiieiir ut intervals before the commis- 
-ioners in the same manner as an appli- 
cant for license privileges. The fact was 
iliat on till' lirst granting of the license, 
the apiilicaiit liad to establish his respect- 
abiliiy and his litiiess for the business in 
'.' liiea lie wit-lied to engage. Then if he 
dill not coiidaet that business in a right 
and proper manner, it was the duty of 

the inspector to bring him to task 

Mr. .losepli Martin corrected the mem- 
ber for Rossland. He had not said that 
it wjis necessary for either or both to 
ajijiear, lait that if the original applicant 
w.is re(iiiired to appear in person before 
the cdiiimi.-^sioners, it was equally desir- 
able -even more desirable — that the li- 
censee i-liouhl make a regular appearance. 

.Mr. ,1. .M. .Martin disagreed as dis- 
tinctly with this view, and concluded his 
remarks with an announcement of his 
aiiproval for the measure and a declara- 
tion of his intention to siipiiort its sec- 
ond reading, 

MB. BOOTH favored the bill general- 
l.v, whi.e he agreed with Mr. .Toseph Mar- 
tin that four! ecu days was none too long 
a iieridd lUr the publication of applica- 
timi notices in rural districts, where 
means of eouiiniinication and notification 
were restrieted. lie also failed to see 
llu.' extreme neeessity of a personal ap- 
[lear ince even in the case of origimil ap- 
liliciiiion.-^. when the applicant had es- 
tablisli(-(l his litiiess for the privileges 
sought by iietitioii or endorsation of the 
intercsled residents. \l the same time 
he took occasion to emphasize his objec- 
tions to any license being revoked with- 
(uit a Dublic^ hearing of the cause alleged, 
tiiul poinlod out the difflculty that had 
arisen under the present act, where two 
comnii'jsioiicrs comiioscd a 'board, when 
diffen.'iii'es e: opinion arose. Who, he 
asked, was .n give the deciding vote. He 
prmnised lo support the bill' on second 
reading, wliile reserving the right to sug- 
gi'st such iimeiidnicnts in committee as 
l;e bi'lieved would bo in the direction of 
inipi (ivim; I lie measure. (Hear, hoar.) 

.MR. 1 IK a; INS also supported the 
st'joiiil -.-uidlng with a similar qualificit- 
linn. He Miggtsted tlmt iu such casea of 
dei.dlock as Mr, Booth had referred to, 
th,' chief iiisiwctor might very well be 
perr lilted lo liold the casting vote. 

MK. 1)E..VNE thought the proposed 
luuendinents in. the liquor license law 
Well ti.iied, nnd of a nature as to com- 
mand ;i>'proval throaghout the. country, 
and mure esi)ecially in the Interior dis-' 
iricls. Ill recugnized the soundness of 
the point raised by the meiuber for 
North Vicloiia, and supported Mr. HIg- 
gins' suggestion as to the solution of the 
dilllciilly. He agreed, too, with Mr. 
.le-;e|ili .Martin on the desirability of re- 
strielini; ine applieiition of steamboat li- 
eeiises to Biiti.li f.!o!unibia waters, but 
ciiverin;; Mje \c.--iels engaged in the 
ciasliiii; trade as such legislation would 
g i tar t(;w.ir-l prev(i:ting the illegal sale 
(/f liquor til Indi.Miis along the western 
and niii-thern coast.-;. 

Mlt. I'OOLEr wns glad that th.' gov- 
einnient had ii-it f'lilrd to give some eoii- 
r-iiler.iti.in tii the iiiiforLuiiate position of 
the licensed vicfulars under the vexiitious 
legislation of last session, and propo.ied 
nieasiiie ct i-'lKf. Tlie government ha 
hi'wevir, oniittcil to (ua; with numerous 
grievaiiei .; wlueli a little consideration 
wo;.

:M1£. TUUNEIl also wad glad to see 
that the house was disposed to remedy 
the errors of last session, and virtually 
revert to the old and generally satisfac- 
tory license act. There were two or 
three sections in the bill ns preficnted that 
did not quite meet with his approval, but 
these could be amended in committee, and 
he would therefore support the motion 
for the second reading. As for the pro- 
posal to collect license fees from com- 
mercial travellers, to which Mr. .loseph 
Martin had raised a partial objection— 
the remarks of the member tor \'ancou- 
ver bad been in effect that tlae ^vhole- 
salers were not entitled to thi^iroposed 
consideration and protection inasmuch as 
their license fees were paid, not to the- 
province, but to the city. It -would be 
remembered that originally these., fees 
wore paid to the province, but upon the- 
cities taking over a considerable'^iortion 
of the obligation for school maintenance, 
these fees were transferred to the cities 
that he was to receive u license". I "'ith the per capita tax, so that the prin- 
ciple remained the same as though the 
province were still collecting them direct- 
ly. It was merely a case where the eitiea 
assumed an increased obligation. With- 
respect to st-janier licenses— these wero 
thoroughly provided for under the old act,,

Even 80, Mr. Smith thought that it 
was unnecessary that the intended li- 
censee should be so long deprived of the 
use of his money.

sending of money to Victoria and t'acili- 
tato geueraDy toproviug the maohiuery 
of iliu act.

. application, iu view ot distances and in- 
adequate facilities of coiuuuiuicatiou, 
was far from an easy matter. It might 
be well for the Attorney-Li enoral, when 
the bill reached committee, to take into 
cont-ideration the desirability of making 
leaving the time 14 days instead of re- 
diiciiig it to seven — as shortening of the 
notice period might prove in the direc- 
tion of increasing the facilities for im- 
proper or injudicious licensng, which was 
certainly the reverse of what the house 
wished to provide for. The abolition of 
tile %Vi fee will prove generall.v accept- 
able, although it might perhaps be well 
to go even further, and provide that a de- 
l)osit only should be required ciUllicienL to 
cover possible contingencies, tin.' money

■ quired. Ho took decided objection to 
Mr, Martin's TOinarks to the effect that 

. licensees enjoyed no vested riglit. They 
-certainly went to large expense in lifting 
; 'up • premises alul providing them witli 
• certain '.-r'accommodations suited to the 
wants 'Of the' travelling public, and they 

■ should thereon te entitled to some cou- 
•. sideration 

Mr. Martin rose to explain. He meant, 
he said, not that there should be no prop- 
erty right in equity, but that the \^\\ did 
7iot recognize any vested right. 

Mr. Wells was glad to have this ox- 
phination and adniitision that licensees 
were entitled to a vested right that should 
not vanish every six montlis at renewal. 
AS''ith respect to the licenses proposed for 
travellers m liquors, selling to the retail 
trade in opposition to the -wholesale 
Louses of tile province, he could not agree 
that protection tihould not be afforded to 
the home houses simply because their 
trade liceutics were paid to the cities iU' 
stead of to the province direct— their com- 
petitors in Iiusiness dealt with in this act 
being outsiders.

therefore be maintained. There wer( 
other particulars in which the nieasun 
before the house would meet with hearty 
approval from the public, and he ther 
fore supported the second reading.

THE THIRD READING. 

The bill to amend tlio juror's -act ai(d 
the game act passed their third readings, 
and went off the order paper. 

SUPREME COURT ACT. 

In connnittcc upon this measure, M 
Joseph Martin introduced an amend- 
ment to the following effect: 

"2. Section 75 of chapter 50 of the 
Revised Statutes, being the Supreme 
Court Act, as enacted by section 15 of 
chapter 20 of the statutes of 1899, is 
licrel)y repealed and the following sec- 
tion .substituted therefor; '74. The Full 
court Khali sir at the city of Victoria on 
the first Monday in February, May and 
November, and such sitting nuij.- con- 
tinue until the Friday of the week fol- 
lowing each said Tuesday. Provided, 
however, that the Full court sitting 
either at Victoria or Vancouver may be 
adjourned to' any day after the term 
for the .sitting above provided for.' 

In consideration ot this amendment, 
which was agreed to, Mr. .T. M. Martin 
pointed out that with so many Full 
court sittings suflicient time was not 
allowed the judges to properly consider 
lirst instance cases in the Kootenay dis- 
trict—in the Supreme court sittings at 
iVelson and Kossland. 

.Mr. Helmcken thought it was about 
time to take into considenitiou the ad- 
visability of arranging for Full court 
billings in Kootenay at intervals— at all 
events that some sle[)s be taken to pro- 
vide a resident judge for Kootenay, so 
that suitors might have the advantage 
of a speedy determination of their 
actions. 

.Mr. .Tosoph Martin did not agree that 
the necessity as yet existed for Full 
court sittings in Kootenay, while he con- 
ceded that a resident judge for Kootenay 
was much to be desired. Full court 
sittings there would be rcall.v more ex- 
pensive to suitors, as well as to the 
province, than for cases from Kootenay 
on appeal to be brought to Victoria or 
Vancouver for hearing. Ho thought, 
liowevor, that it would be well to fix 
days for the hearing of actions at Ross- 
land and at Nelson; and also urged 
that owing to the rapid opening up of 
the Boundary country through the com- 
pletion of the Columbia & 'Western rail- 
way, the time had come for the opening 
• of a registry office at Greenwood or 
some other suitable point, where Su- 
premo court sittings would be held— it 
being unfair to compel litigants in this 
locality to go to Noison or RosSlond. 

The Attorney-General informed the 
house that this matter was now receiv- 
ing the serious consideration of the 
government. 

The coramittpo rose, reporting pro- 
gress, after incorporating in the bill the 
following amendment proposed bv Mr. 
AlcPhillips: 

" ;;. The party appealing .shall before

found Inqiosslble to collect— ttu appreciable 
advantage accruing both to the city, and— 
(.f course— to the ta.\payer8. Owlng"to their 
lieavy losses some of the taxpayers had 
during the hist year been uiuible to take 
advantage of the provision made for th(^ia, 
and hence It bud been deemed wise to ex- 
tend the time for the allowance of this dis- 
count, the city being thereby permitted to 
get In a large amount of money which oth- 
erwise it would be Impossible to obtain. 
TIk; whole effect and purpose of the bill 
would be found simply sot forth In the 
one paragraph— already published In Iheso 
columns. 

Mlt. McIilJIDI'; was pleased to support 
the measure, ami glad that the government 
had seen lit to take the step Indicated by 
bill. It had-beea done at the. unaufmous 
request of the city council of New 'Westmin- 
ster, who had made a close study of the 
flnanclal aud other conditions since the 
lire. The seeking of this relief was not to 
be taken as a suggestion, however, that the 
city was not prosperous. On the contrary, 
Xew AVcstmlnster was In a sounder posl. 
tion to-day, lliumclally and with respiH't to 
a!! business conditions, than for many 
years. It citizens had shown their faith In 
the fntin-e and In the stability of their 
town by the way la which they had rebuilt 
It during the past year, In tlie face of en- 
ormous difllcultlcs, which they were de- 
termined to overcome and were overcoming. 
The measure, before the house bad been 
well considered, and ho hoped would meet 
with the unanimous endorsatlon of the 
bouse. In granting this Indulgence, the 
legislature was only helping along the city 
In Its Urm endeavor to become second to 
none In British Columbia. 

Hon, Mr. Henderson expressed pleasure 
at the kind words spoken by the meml>cr

EMANCIPATION OF WOMEN. 

Sir,— Women are not allowed by law to 
work underground, so their freedom has 
been taken away and men have tho 
monopoly of mining. The men have com 
'oined to work only eight hours per day- 
eight hours for work, eight for sleep and 
eight for play. Surely it ought to lie left 
to women to decide whether they -would 
like to work in the mines aud earn lliree 
dollar jier diem. They are sensible 
enough to decide this at nli events! To 
debar them from this kind of work is a 
(noral, physical aud economic wrong. 
Women want to be independent of nien, 
unij to earn their bwn living at any trade, 
work, busincHH or ciilliiig, and not to 'uc 
uepenueiit on ni,H'l'ifigi\ Mtn have part- 
ed with their freedom to earn three dol- 
lars per day and no more; so if they have 
a family tlioy cannot advance nor ac,- 
eiuiuilute for old age, or perhaps o>;on 
support or advance a large family 
women thou if they please wor'^" eight 
hour or less per diem, bo paid p'^ ^Jjq same 
rate as men. and tiiiiri IveVp thein|i'lves 
by Working ill coal or x>Vher mines from 
which they are now "by law debarred. 
.Morally tliis would be good for the men, 
as the women hityorers might sing moral 
IcKsonr, the h^'.nimer and drill keeping 
time. If, liQ^Vever, tlie women had scp- 
aratit sliiitTi, the ineu could remain at 
home, li^-ik .after the children and d(>- 
mostic uffairs and thus having doubled 
their income bring up tlie cliililicu in the 
Nvay they should go, and have better 
pecuniary means for doing (SO without 
any increase ot expenditure. IMiysically 
women would be improved in stature, 
sliapc, form, nuiscle, bone and int'dli 
genre, instead of degenerating as now 
Tiiis would be a national benelit. If 
working at smelter works, how beauti 
ful they wonUl appear surrounded by tho 
roseate colors emau-iting from the molten 
metals or tires, and how nice it would bo 
to hear them discoui-ne of the beiiclits the 
world at large received by their handi- 
work, producing copper wire to spread 
eivilizalion over the. whole earth at a 
moment's notice, particulary over the 
Boers, .Manillas, Cunans. Turks and 
heathens. By and bye tliey Would be 
oiiual to men and take a good sbare with 
them in forcing tliifi civilization. 

Having smashed the miner's monopoly, 
they need not hanker after morriage, but 
could have their eight boars' work, eight 
hours' iilay, eight hours' sleep— more or 
leri(<, wliicli the monopolizing miners' 
wives do not generally get now. Indeed 
they demand the freedom which jmcn 
have thrown away and thus preserve the 
cause of civil and religious frcedofn of 
opinion. 

As to becoming slavcfi of horrid man 
by marriage, while some might still de- 
sire, they being physically rugged, ro 
bust and healthy, if brought into conipe 
tition in tfi(> matrimonial market with 
the little lixsom, piile-foced, soft-eyed 
and haiuled, sweet-voiced,;, brnameiital 
creatures, it goes without ' saying wlio 
would be ( hosen. A. B.
